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Claim Objections 

Claims 6, 9-25 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only 
and cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

In addition, claims 16-25 are objected to because the claims recite a structure of 
an apparatus (or system), but the claims are depended on claim 1 , which recites a 
method. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The terms "low-voltage", "higher order" and "low-noise" In claims 1 , 5-6, 9, 11-12, 
15-18, 22 and 25 are relative terms which render the claim indefinite. The terms "low- 
voltage", "higher order" and "low-noise" are not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objections and rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The following references are cited to further show the state of the art with respect 
to the application: 

US Patent No. 6,356,555 B1 , Rakib et al discloses "Apparatus and method for 
digital data transmission using orthogonal codes."
